Red Lens to Replace 
Amber as in Many 
Other Cities 


Amber lenses in the automatic 
traffic signals downtown will be 
replaced with red, it was decided | 
at the city council meeting Thurs- 
day night. Thus one red light will 
flash for a change in the signal and 
the other will show for the “stop” | 


signal. 

The decision to make the change 
fcllowed a spirited discussion be- 
tween Alderman Horst, who fav- 
ored the red lights, and Alderman 
Burns, who saw no necessity fm 
ue change. 

Chief of Police Taylor told the 
council the system of using twe 
red lights was a success in Terre 
Haute, Ind.. and that the red mid- 
die lights were especially useful 
during a fire, Alderman Horst 
s.ated. that. in Rock Island amber 
lenses are being replaced with red. 

Change .to Cost $75 

Alderman Burns contended that 
motorists. would “jump” the red 
lights just as they do the amber, 
and that the change would noi 
be worth the $75 it will cost. The 
question was put to a vote and in- 
stallation of red lights decided upon 
by a vote of five to three.

At 8:15 the bandit leader gave 
his orders for the obbery. Two 
of the gunmen were ins.-ucted to 
keep guard over Mrs. Mott and her 
sons. The leader and 2 pal took 
Mott with them and drove to the 
bank. 

With a gun poking him, Mott ad- 
mitted the robbers to the bank, 
which is six blocks fro . his hame. 
Mott said the bandits seemed +o 
know when the time locks would 
open. They released at 8:30 o’clock, 
and one of. the bandits compelled 
Mott to open the money box. The 
robbery was over in five minutzs, 
and the bandits raced away.

WESTERN UNION 
75 YEARS OLD 


Company Organized 
In 1856 and Has 
Grown Rapidly 


The Diamond jubilee of the Wes- 
tern Union Telegraph Company 
will be observed Saturday by the 
staff of the local branch under the 
leadership of Ray E. Dunker, man- 
ager. 

It was on April 4, 1856, that the 
state of New York granted permis- 
sion for the adoption of the corp 
orate name of Western Uhion. 
That was 12 years after Samuel F. 
B. Morse sent the first public tele- 
graph message, 
wrought” on May 24, 1844. $ 

Five years before the Western 
Union Telegraph Company was br- 
ganized a group of Rochester men 
led by Hiram Sibley, Ezra Cornell 
and Samuel L. and Henry R. Sel- 
den, formed the New York and 
Mississippi Valley Printing Tele- 
graph Company. 





the hes River, suffering ' 
advantages of multiplied and in- 
harmonious management, doubling 
of rat®és when a message passed 
from one company to another, and 
unreliable service. Two of ‘these 
lines were sold for debt; stock of 
others was worth only a few cents. 
These companies were then sold to 
the New York and Mississippi Val- 
ley Printing Telegraph Company 
in 1856. 

By acquiring exclusive control of 
certain telegraph patents, and by 
continuing to purchase, lease, im- 
prove ahd extend other lines, the 
company brought system and order 
out of confusion; a new name was 
sought and Western Union, indi- 
cating the union of the Western 
lines in one system, became the 
corporate name on April 4, 1856. 
In 1861 it built the first line to the 
Pacific coast. Continuing its ex- 
pansion, in 1866, it absorbed the 
other two sizeable companies, the 
American Telegraph Company and 
the United States Telegraph Com- 
pany and moved its headquarters 
from Rochester to 145 Broadway, 
New York City. Thus did the New 
York and Mississippi Valley Cotn- 
pany system of 550 miles of wire 
grow in fifteen years to 75,000 
miles of wire. 

Big ‘Growth Since 1866 

In 1866 when the company mov- 
ed head quarters to New York City 
it had 75,686 miles of wire and 
2,250 offices. The latest annual re- 
port of the company announces 
217,458 miles of pole lines, 1,911,257 
miles of wire, 3,842 miles of land 
cables, 30,757 nautical miles of 
ocean cables, 24,298 telegraph offi- 
ces, and 58,587 employes. 

In the early days the filing of a 
dozen messages was a matter of 
importance. Now Western Union 
wires carry more than 200 ,000 
telegrams annually. In 1872 the 
daily number of telegrams handled 
in the New York operating room 
was 3,500, compared with more 
than a quarter of a million today. 

When business outgrew the build- 
ing at 145 Broadway, the company 
érected a new one at 195 Broad- 
way and moved in on February 1, 
1875. This was regarded as a mag- 
nificent structure at that time, and 
the steeple, bearing the time ball 
by which New Yorkers regulated 
their watches, towered high in the 
New York skyline. 

In 1890, the upper floors of the 
building were borned, and the 
structure was rebuilt and re-oc- 
cupied in 1892. In 1912 the “finest 
building” of years before had be- 
come too small, and was torn 
down to make room for the pres- 
ent building at 195 Broadway 
which was then occupied by the 
executive offices. jointly with the 
American Telephone and = Tele- 
graph Company and its subsidiary, 
the Western Electric Company, un- 
til October, 1930.

It broke both wintiows 
and he said, ‘You see what this 
will do’. He said he wouldn’t hurt 
me, he only wanted to kill himself. 
I went through the house to the 
back yard and he followed me. He 
stood there, sometimes hoiding the 
gun in his hand and sometimes 
putting it in his trousers, and said, 
‘I know the police will come. Ill 
talk to you until they come. and 
then I'll put an end to it.’ When 
the police got there I ran around 
the shed and they saw him shoot 
himself. I wanted to keep him talk- 
ing until police arrived so they 
could see I wasn’t responsible. 

“Tommy left two notes. one for 
me and one for the police. They 
said he was going to take his life. 
He said in one of the letters he 
had asked me to marry him, but 
he had not.” 

Anderson’s body is being kept at 
the Fairbanks home for funerals 
until relatives can be reached to 
arrange for the funeral.

until late at night. 

Despite the economic crisis, 
which greatly reduced the number 
of Holy Week visitors, the influx 
of those anxious to worship at the 
various shrines here and of tour- 
ists eager to view the elaborate re- 

ceremonies. was sufficiently 


Theaters and motion picture 
houses were closed in deference #0 
Good Friday. The chimes of all 
religious edifices were stilled, re- 
minding the Capital of the Seven 
Hills of the significance of the day. 

The plaza in front of St. Peter’s 
cathedral was crowded with visi- 
tors. Cardinal Pacelli, papal sec- 
retary of state, officiated at the 
morning and afternoon services. 

The mecca of veteran visitors, as 
in former years, continued to be 
the modest little building opposite 
the basilica of St. John Lateran. 
Within its unpretentious confines 
is treasured the “Scala Santa,” or 
holy staircase. It consists of a 
flight of 28 marble steps taken 
from the ancient Jerusalem palace 
of Pontius Pilate. Tradition says 
the footsteps of Christ were out- 
lined in blood as He ascended these 
self-same steps to appear for the 
last time before the Roman gov- 
ernor. 

Splinter of Christ’s Cross 

Brought to Rome in the year 326 
by Empress Helena, mother of Em- 
peror Constantine, it has now be- 
come a sacred object of Catholic 
worship. On Good Friday the de- 
vout pilgrims do pénitence by 
climbing the stairs on their knese, 
praying fervently. Afterwards, 
they are allowed a glimpse of the 
Holy of Holies, formerly the pri- 
vate chapel of the popes. . It con- 
tains numerous precious Christian 
relics. Only a few persons are ad- 
mitted at a time. 

A few steps away from this 
shrine is another equally famous 
one which for centuries has treas- 
ured a large splinter of wood said 
to be part of the cross to which 
Christ was nailed on Mount Cal- 
vary. 

Sunset is the signal for the “Via 
Crucis,” a special series of ser- 
mons, prayers and chants com- 
memorating Christ’s last journey. 
The services end with the .“three 
hours of agony,” a ceremony 
mourning the death of Christ.

in ofder to safeguard the milk supply but since I have be- 
come a farmer I have concluded that this law does not ac- 
complish satisfactorily what it purports to do. I-will.sum up 
the objections against the present law: 

“First—The present T. B. test according to the statement 
of many reliable veterinarians does not pick out or eliminate 
the so-called ‘spreader,’ ie. tubercular cows that are so badly 
infected, that they will not react. . 

“Secohnd——Many authorities state there is no possible 
chance of contracting bovine T. B. since the human T. B. 
germ and the bovine T. B. germ are entirely different. 

“Third—The present T. B. test condemns mary cattle 
which are later slaughtered and used for food. This means 
that the tax payer must make up the price of many cattle 
condemned unfairly. In 1925, I find Clinton coupty spent 
$26,526.24 for T. B. eradication. This is a large amount and 
it is well to consider whether the tax payer got value re- 
ceived for his money. 

“Instead of the present needle test some people have ad- 
vocated a microscopic test of the milk to determine whether 
it was tubercular or not and thereby eradicate all cows that 
could possibly spread the germ to human beings. 

“In short I believe you will find that among the objectors 
that went to Des Moines none of them believes in using tu- 
bercular milk themselves or selling it to other people but 
that the protest was against the present law which does not 
accomplish what it is supposed to. do.” P

BERKELEY, Cal.—(IN6.)—Phy- 
sical education at the University of 
California here consists of some- 
thing more than swinging Indian 
clubs, according to Prof. Kleeberger, 
head of the department of physical 
education. 

He believes that students should 
be given an athletic efficiency test 
before taking up athletes in a gen- 
eral way. If the student is found 
weak in swimming, for example, he 
spends his course at the poo] until 
he has mastered the art of swim- 
ming. 

If a man jis weak in self defense, 
he enters a course of boxing, wrest- 
ling or fencing. If, in the test, he 
shows little or no prowess in track, 
he is given a course in learning how 
to run, jump pole vault, and hurdle. 
- “As soon as the student shows 
sufficient ability to accomplish 
these tests, he passes from the 
novice to the athletic division and 
trenceforth selects the sports which 
especially interest him,” Prof. Klee- 
berger says. 

“One might classify such a man 
as a research student in the field 
of physical education and sport,”

HOOVER HOPES 
T0 ‘SELL’ FARM 


Believes ‘Board Has 
Made Progress 
To Date 


By WILLIAM K. HUTCHINSON 
INS Staff Correspondent 

WASHINGTON — (INS)'— Presi- 
dent Hoover expects to “sell to the 
country” the administration’s farm 
relief program, revolving around ac- 
tivities of the federal farm board, 
before congress reconvenes, it was 
learned today. 

The president looks on the farm 
board’s record as highly successful, 
it was said, déspit® its unhappy ef- 
fort to stabilize the price of wheat. 
He was reported as particularly 
pleased with the board’s activities 
in encouraging the co-operative as- 
sociation movement and in organ- 
izing an orderly marketing process 
for many of the major farm prod- 
ucts. 

Plans Publicity 

A national publicity campaign, 
in which Mr. Hoover may partici- 
pate, will be inaugurated by the 
administration in the near future 
to explain the—“achievements” of 
the board. This was the idea be- 
hind the decision of republican na- 
tional headquarters to set up a 
council in the midwest to defend 
the administration’s farm policies. 
The council was headed by Senators 
Capper (R) of Kansas, and Dickin- 
son (R) of Iowa. 


The president may make a speech 
himself on the record of the farm 
board. He might discuss the sub- 
ject in one of the speeches he will 
make on a tour of the middlewest 
in June. 

Aside from the buying of wheat, 
it was said, the board has aided 
hundreds of thousands of farms 
through crop loans and in market- 
ing their crops. It was also con- 
tended the poe has aided the 
dairy interests, tobacco, vegetable 
and fruit growers, and poul- 
try raisers, in addition to the live- 
stock, cotton and corn groups, by 
loans to co-operative associations 
to aid marketing operations. All this 
would be explained in the publicity 
campaign. 

Did Good Work 


It will be pointed out that the 
board, while unable to maintain 
dollar wheat actually held the 
American market 31 cents a bushel 
above the world price, though the 
aid of the tariff, paying an average 
of 91 cents a bushel fox all the 200,- 
000,000 odd bushels it bought last 
year. The actual prices paid by the 
board ranged from 73 cents to $1.25 
a bushel, the latter being the yy LEE 
— for the purpose of federal 
oans. 


The president is determined to 
“stand by” the board another year. 
It will have $100,000,000 available 
July 1 for further operations, with 
$50,000,000 left over from last year’s 
funds and some $150,000,000 more 
to be repaid from loans made last 
year to co-operatives. In all, it 
should have $300,000,000 available 
after July 1 for further financing 
co-operatives and the president has 
indicated he will personally sup- 
port this activity.

HOOVER HOPES 


TO ‘SELL’ FARM 


RELIEF PLANS } 


Believes Board Has/: 


Made Progress 
To Date 


By WILLIAM K. HUTCHINSON 
INS Staff Correspondent 

WASHINGTON — (INS)— Presi- 
dent Hoover expects to “sell to the 
country” the administration’s farm 
relief program, revolving around ac- 
tivities of the federal farm board, 
before congress reconvenes, it was 
learned today. 

The president looks on the farm 
board’s record as highly successful, 
it was said, déspit® its unhappy ef- 
fort to stabilize the price of wheat. 
He was reported as particularly 
pleased with the board’s activities 
in encouraging the co-operative as- 
sociation movement and in organ- 
izing an orderly marketing process 
for many of the major farm prod- 
ucts. 

Plans Publicity 

A national publicity campaign, 
in which Mr. Hoover may partici- 
pate, will be inaugurated by the 
administration in the near future 
to explain the—‘‘achievements” of 
the board. This was the idea be- 
hind the decision of republican na- 
tional headquarters to set up a 
council in the midwest to defend 
the administration’s farm policies. 
The council was headed by Senators 
Capper (R) of Kansas, and Dickin- 
son (R) of Iowa. 


The president may make a speech 
himself on the record of the farm 
board. He might discuss the sub- 
ject in one of the speeches he will 
make on a tour of the middlewest 
in June. 


Aside from the buying of wheat, 
it was said, the board has aided 
hundreds of thousands of farms 
through crop loans and in market- 
ing their crops. It was also con- 
tended the board has aided the 
dairy interests, bacco, vegetable 
and fruit growers, and  poul- 
try raisers, in addition to the live- 
stock, cotton and corn groups, by 
loans to co-operative associations 
to aid marketing operations. All this 
would be explained in the publicity 
campaign. 

Did Good Work 


It will be pointed out that the 
board, while unable to maintain 
dollar wheat actually held the 
American market 31 cents a bushel 
above the world price, though the 
aid of the tariff, paying an average 
of 91 cents a bushel fox all the 200,- 
000,000 odd bushels it bought last 
year. The actual prices paid by the 
board ranged from 73 cents to $1.25 
a bushel, the latter being the figure 
ha. for the purpose of federal 
oans. 


The president is determined to 
“stand by” the board another year. 
It will have $100,000,000 available 
July 1 for further operations, with 
$50,000,000 left over from last year’s 
funds and some $150,000,000 more 
to be repaid from loans made last 
year to co-operatives. In all, it 
should have $300,000,000 available 
after July 1 for further financing 
co-operatives and the president has 
indicated he will personally sup- 
port this activity.
